The child's bed was covered 
with glass and Johnson. who was 
on the second floor visiting neigh- 
bors, said he apparently cut his 
arm when he lifted his daughter 
from her bed.

years old. At dawn on Sept. 1, 
1939, the German armies marched 
into Poland. 
Today 
Uie weary 


remnants 
and 
replacements of 


those armies are being forced 
back through Poland toward the 
same borders which the nazi in- 
vaders crossed so conndently five 
years ago. 


Organized hostilities in Poland 


lasted only 35 days. But 
the 


Poles 
never 
stopped 
fighting. 


Even before the capitulation, the 
late General Sikorskl succeeded in 
forming an 
army of SO.OOO 
in 


France to carry on the battle. 
And at home guerrilla units were 
organizing which eventually be- 
came the underground army of 
250,000 that now. after five years 
of stealthy, weak 
resistance, 
is 


striking a strong and open blow 
against the oppressor. 


The Polish 
forces 
outside of 


Poland have fought unceasingly 
for the victory that is "now in 
sight. 
They went through the 


battle of France in 3910. and were 
the first' men into Narvik in the 
ill-fated invasion of Norway. An- 
other army was organized among 
released prisoners In Russia. Sev- 
enty-five 
thousand 
men 
were 


transferred to the Middle East. 
These fought through the Libyan 
campaign and arc now aiding the 
advance in Italy. Another SO.OOO 
arc fighting with the Red Army. 


The Polish navy was at Dunkirk 


and Dieppe. 
Its small 'force of 


warships participated in the Bis- 
marck attack, and in Atlantic and 
Mediterranean 
operations.. 
And 


Polish merchantmen have sailed 
all the world's oceans in Allied 
convoys. 


The 12,000 ir.cn ot Poland's'air 


force have flown more than 7.000 
sorties, dropping almost S.OOO tons 
'of bombs and destioying or dam- 


aging upwards of 1,000 enemy air- 
craft. 


In the past five years Poland 


has lost almost one-fifth of hci 
prewar population—G.COO.OOO killed 
in battle or by torture, privation 
and disease. Yet the most brutal 
punishment that nazi sadism couk: 
devise has not been able to weak- 
en Poland's hope, or kill her re- 
sistance.

may seem small when comparcc
